)nstitutes Work on Iht West Liberty water 
rice ta.s " works project will .-tait on Monday, 
propei-ty June 26, according to plans laid here 
in the on Tuesday at a joint meeting of the 
town board and WPA officials. 

It has been more than a year since 
the initial steps were taken to get 
this improvement for West Liebrty. 
The present water situation here has 
long been a cause of worry and al¬ 
most burdensome expense. 

I The new system according to fig- 
ures by persons who profess to know 
I what figures mean is set up to cost | 
a total of $126,151. of which cost thei 
WPA is apportioned $73,249 and the I 
city of West Liberty $52,902. The [ 
project is expected to employ about! 
100 men for a period of one year. 

Water mains will be eight inch, I 
SIX inch and four inch. There will be! 
twenty-five fire hydrants. No fire 
hydrant will be on less than four inch 
water main connections. Water met¬ 
ers will be placed at the property line 
of every customer. And no water will 
be furnished except through meters, 
except, of course, water used for fire 
protection through regular hydrants. 

The rates to be charged for water 
have not been w’orked out and will 
depend largely on the number of 


customers. If every family in town 
' will take water service the rates cun 
I be lower than if only a small number 
use the city water. 

The city water will hi taken from 
the Licking River about 300 feet 
above the mouth of Long Branch. 
Water will be filtered, and purified 
and must meet State Board of Health 
specifications. Water will be soft and 
reduce the need of soaps in washing 
by more than 50%.
